. The arrival of Mr. Cairns, the new 
Governor of Queensland, is daily ex- 
pected. The day on whiefl ho will set 
foot in. the colony, which, if all proes 
well, he will govern for a fow years to 
come, will bo kept as a public holiday. 
Preparations are being made to give 
him a good reception. There is to be 
a procession of members of tho Legis- 
lature, and of friendly societies and 
corperate bodies. 

ii Hixrs. — One ounce alcohol; two 
drachm? cayenne paper; one ounce 
kerosene oil; let it stand twenty-four 
hours ftftair mixing. It cures tho worst 
toothache ever known. 
Iverosone oil is good for removing rust 
from cutlery. 
Soft-soap should be kept in a dry place 
in a cellar, ami should not bo used for 
three months after it is made. 

Lard should be kept hard and white; 
sad that which is taken from a hog 
over a year old is best. 

To seloct nutmegs prick them with 
a pin: if they are good, tho oil will in- 
stantly spread around the puncture. 

When a ko.r of molasses is brought, 
draw out a few quarts, else the fer- 
mentation producted by removing it 
will bur.it tho cask. 

Knives and forks may bo fastened in 
their handles by tee following: One 
pound of colophony (obtained of drug- 
gists), eighet ounces sulphur; melt, and 
when cool, powder. Mix one part of 
the powder with half a part fine sand 
or brie dust, till the handle cavity, heat 
tho stem of the knife or fork, and 
insert. 

Two small arteries branching up 
from tho main arteries on each side 
of the neck, and passinj over the out- 
side oi the jawbone, supply the face 
with blood. If tho nod? Weeds from 
tho right nostril, for example, pass the 
finger along the ed-jo of the right jaw 
till tho beating of the artery is felt. 
Press hard upon it live minutes and 
tho Weeing will cease. 

Mountain- Railways. — ■ The great 
success of tho Rigi Railway in Swit- 
zerland, well known to thousands of 
our countrymen, has induced certain 
capitalists," acquainted with tho unu- 
sual financial success of that enter- 
prise, to propose a similar undertak- 
ing, to aucommodato the crowds of 
visitors who annually frequent Snow- 
don, the King of tho Welsh mountains 
Tho line will be constructed after the 
m«del of the Swiss railway, and no 
new invention or dovico will bo re- 
quired to ensure tho porfoet safety and 
convenience of tho travellers other 
than those already known and in use 
upon the Ui^'i Railway.

Those Dospa-tolies 

At last have a reluctant Ministry 1)eon 
oompelled to product) do.ipatukeB impro- 
perly suppressed for nearly tinea months 
under pretence of secrecy imposed by 
Lord Carnarvon, and for the non-produc- 
tion of which it h»s been attempted to 
blamo Mr. Mackenzie and even charge the 
oonduotors of this journal with having 
stolen them! These despatches or as 
much thereof as Ministers have thought 
fit to submit, arc before us. Having long 
since published by far tho most impor- 
tant of them (Lord Carnarvon's liual 
despatoh, convoying to Lord Dufferin his 
deoibion), we need only refer now 
to suoh of tho others aa possess most in- 
terest. Passing over preliminary nego- 
tiations, we come to Lord Carnarvon's 
despatch to the Governor General of Can- 
• ada, dated,18th of June, 1874, offering to 
. arbitrate,- from which wo make tho follow- 
ing extracts: — 

"2. It is not my wish, nor is it a part of 
my ordinary duty, to interfere in those 
questions. They appear to bo such as it 
should be within the province and the 
competency of the Dominion Government 
and Legislature to bring to a satisfactory 
solution; and you will readily understand 
that Her Majesty's Government would be 
very relnotant to take any action which 
might be construed as expressing a doubt 
of the Dominion GoTeriimeuWmd Parlia- 
ment to give tho fullest consideration to 
such representations as may bo made on 
the part of British Columbia, and to deal 
in the fairest and most lioeral spirit with 
■what may be established as boiug tho just 
claims of that Province 

3. At tho samo time I am strongly im- 
pressed with the importance of neglecting 
no means that can properly bo adopted 
lor effecting the speedy aud amicable 
settlement of a question which cannot, 

. without risk aud obvious disadvantages to 
all parties, remain tho subject of prolong- 
ed, and it may be acrimonious, discus- 
sions; aud it has occurred to me that, us 
in tho original terms and conditions of 
the admission of British Columbia into 
the union, certain points (as for csampl" 
the amount of land to bo appropriated 
for the Indians, aud the pensions 
to bo assigned to public ollicera 
deprived of employment) were re- 
served for tho decision of tht* 
Secretary of State; so in tho present case 
it may possibly bo acceptable to both 
partiosthat I should tender my good of- 
fices in determining the new points which 
have presented themselves for settlement. 
I accordingly addressed a telegram to 
you yesterday to the effect that I greatly 
regretted that a difference should exist 
between the Dominion and tho Province 
in regard to the railway, and that if both 
Governments should unite in desiring to 
refer to my arbitration all matters in con- 
troversy, binding themselves to accept 
such decision as I may think fair and 
just, I would not decline to undertake 
this service. 

4. The duty which, under n senso of 
tho importance of interests concerned, I 
have thus oflered to discharge, is of 
course a responsible and dillicult one 
which I could not assume unless by the 
desire of both parties, nor uuloss it 

. should bo fully agreed that my decision 
whatever it may be shall be accepted 
without any question or demur. If it is 
desired that I should act in this matter, 
. it will be convenient for each party to 
prepare a statement to be communicated 
to the other party, and after a reasonable 
interval a counter statement, and that on 
these written documents I should, reser- 
ving of course to myself tho power of 
calling for any other information to guide 
me in arriving at my conclusion, give 
my final decision. 

5. I request you to transmit a copy of 
this despatch with the utmost possible 
■peed to the Lieutenant-Governor of Bri- 
tish Columbia; i have communicatoil to 
Mr. Sproat, tho agent for British Colum- 
bia, for transmission by telegraph to tho 
Government of that Province tho purport 
of tho telegram which I addressed to you 
yesterday, in order that my offer may 
come Leforo both parties as soon as pos- 
sible." 

Next comes copy of Minute of British 
-Columbia Executive Council, agreeing to 
the arbitration, in which it is said: — 

"The Committee concur with the Secre- 
tary of Statu in regretting that a diifor- 
' enoo exists between the Dominion and 
this Province in regard to the Railway, 
and that it is most desirable for all par 
ties that all tho questions in controversy 
should reCeive a speedy and amicable 
settlement, aud they are of opinion that 
a roferenco to arbitration is the course of 
all others most likely to load to so de 
sirable a rosult. 

They therefore adviso tho cordial ac- 
ceptance by your Excellency of the ar- 
bitration of the Secretary of State, in ac- 
cordance with tho conditions laid down 
in His Lordship's Despatch of the 18th 
June, 1874; and should this report bu ap- 
proved, they recommend that the accep- 
tance by this Government on behalf of 
British Columbia of the arbitration of 
the Eight Honorablo tho Secretary of 
Stato for tho Colouics bo immediately 
communicated by Your Excellency to 
that Minister by telegraph and by mail, 
- that copies of such communications be 
transmitted simultaneously to the Secre- 
tary of Stato for Canada for the informa- 
tion of His Excellency the Guveruor- 
Ganeral." 

( Pass wo on to tho letter of Lord Car- 
narvon's secretary, dated 17th Nov., which 
says: 

'•Tarn directed by tho Earl of Carnar- 
von to transmit to you a copy of a dca 
pf.teh, which, after fully considering the 

' representations made to him on tho part 
of tho Dominion Government and by 
yoursolf, his Lordship has addressed to 
thoE»rlof Dufferin, on the subj-ict of 

, the Canadian Paoilio ltulwuy. As this 

■ despatch contains a full explanation of 
tho conclusions at which Lord Carnar- 
von has arrived, his Lordship does not 
feel it necessary to enter, on tho present 
occasion, into any lengthened euimina- 

i tion of the various points which you 
have pressod upon Ii is notice from timo 
to time." 

This brings us to tho 13th January, when 
Mr. Walkem sent tho following telegram 
from Ottawa to the Provincial Secretary 
here: 

"Premier ngroes to commence Island 
location in Uaroh, prosecuto work vig- 
orously, and prosecuto Mainland surveys 
vigorously. In tho interim last Sum- 
mer's work will bo plotted. Railway 
Iron hss been ordorod for Columbia. 



Carnarvon's decision adorned. Legisla- 
tion upon decision deemed unnecessary 
by Premier. He manifested very sin- 
cere good will towards Columbia, and 
received mo with generous spirit. Alas- 
ka already attended to. Have not settled 
other business with him. Will telegraph 
my departure." 

Then comes tho following telegram 
(without date) sent by Mr. Trutoh to 
Lord Carnarvon: — 

"This Government having received no 
reply to Railway Memorial, aud Legisla- 
ture being in session, urgently request to 
be in formed, by telegraph, whether offi- 
cial reply has yot been sent, or may bo 
expected ; aud whether Canada accepts 
decision in your dospatch handed Air. 
Walkem. No communication from Otta- 
wa on subject.' 1 

To which Lord Carnarvon sent the fol- 
lowinc reply dated March -ith,1875: 

"My despatch to Governor-General, of 
November 17th, was officially communicat- 
ed to Mr. Walkem as answer to Railway 
Memorial, and all oilier representations. It 
may of course he published. Dominion 
Government accopts arrangement." 

Seemingly not content with the Gover- 
nor's telegram, Mr. Walkem sent, on tho 
3rd March, tho following to tho Under 
Secretary of State. 

"Authorize Government to use copy 
Railway despatch you gavs me. You 
stated, and your private letter says, com- 
municatiou through Govornor-Gonoral, 
and copy handed mo for own convo- 
nienos. 

To this telegram, tho obvious objoct of 
whioh was to extort endorsement of pre- 
yed secrecy imposed by Lord Carnarvon, 
nO reply appears to have been vouchsafed

Mr. Bunster said the Commissioners 
sent out hy tho Domision frOYornment 
did not understand the language of tho 
Indians, and that the Government should 
get Commissioners who understood tho 
Indian character. 

Mr. Laird said that no satisfaction 
con Id be given to the Indians until the 
Proviacial Government dealt more fairly 
with thorn in regard to the land question. 
Tho Government bad undor considera- 
tion tho doing away with Boards of Com- 
missioners for looking Rafter the Indians 
and appointing Superintendents instead' 

Arrival of thb Mohongo.--TIio iron 
steamship Mohongo, Capt. Chas. Thorn, 
3 l i days from San Francisco, with 130 
pasaengors, 180 tons of freight, und 11 
bags of mail matter, arrived at Brodrick's 
wharf at 7 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The passonger accommodations of the 
Mohongo are oxeellent, the rooms large, 
well finished and ventilated. She was 
built in 1864 for the U. S. Government, 
and if of the class known as doublo-end- 
ers (Air.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

CniCACio, March 8. — A special from 
Omaha says Geneial Ord, commanding 
the District of Nebraska, has received in- 
formation from Colonel Bradley, com- 
manding at Fort Laramie, that tho men 
who arrived there from Blnck Hills re- 
port two men and a woman and child in 
Black Hills in a terribly destitute and 
almost starving condition, their only re- 
sources being game, which is difficult to 
obtain on account of the severe weather. 
General Ord telegraphed Col. Bradley to 
send soldiers with supplies for their ro- 
lief as soon as tho weather will permit, 
and bring them back. General Ord also 
orders an expedition reported to bo pre- 
paring to leave Sioux City for tho Black 
Hills to be stopped, and, if necessary, to 
destroy their outfit. General Sheridan 
has telegraphed General Ord to oloar the 
Black Hills of all minors and allow no 
more to enter.

London, March 4, — Quite a scene 
took place in the House of Commons 
to-day, caused bv an unexpected 
speech from Mr. Ashley, in which he 
expressed his reprat for stigmatizing 
Dr. Kenealy.

In tho House of Commons to-dav 
tho Lord Chancellor, referring to tho 
appointment of a Commission to re- 
present Her Majesty's Government at tho 
Centennial Exhibition of tho United 
Stales, to bo held in Philadelphia in 1870, 
announced that there was every proba- 
bility that a sufficient sum of money 
vvould be voted to defray the expenses of 
tho Commission. 

London. March 5. — Archbishop Man- 
ning has received a summons from tho 
Popo to come to Rome, ft is stated that 
ho is to bo made a Oardinai. 

Dublin, March 4. John Mitchell was 
renominated for Parliament to day in 
Tipperary, Mr. Moore, Conservative, will 
contest his seal. The election will bo hold 
on the 11th instant, Mr. Mitchell's health 
is worse. 

London, March 2d. — A railway acci- 
dent oecurrod near Richfield, Stafford- 
shire, lo-day, by which 30 persons wero 
injured, 

London, March 2d. — A Berlin special 
says the Emperor foa Home time past has 
been slightly unwell.

London, March 1st.— In the House of 
Commons, this evening, Sir M.H. Braoh, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, introduced a 
bill lessening the penalties for the un- 
lawful possession of arms in Ireland; re- 
pealing the law which authorizes the 
closing of public houses, and tho arrest 
of persons found out at night in the pro- 
claimed districts and removing restric- 
tions on nowspapers. 

Tho Marquis of Harrington, the uew 
Liberal leader, supported tho bill, which, 
passed its first reading. 

The Chief Secretary staled that the 
Government intended to re-enact tho laws 
against Ribbon ism in West-neath, as it 
has been as mred tha 1 . tho Ribbon con- 
spiracy existed as strong as over tlioro. 
He pointed to tho fact that John Mitohel 
was elecled to Parliament because ho 
would consent to bn at peaco with Eng- 
land, and ho alluded to tho return of nu- 
merous emigrants fioiu Amorien, v. h >, 
ho siiid had acquired Western vioos and 



forgotten Irish virtues. These were rea- 
sons for not wholly removing tho restric- 
tions on tho possession of firo-arms in 
Ireland. 



Parliamentary Summary. 

Ottawa, Feb. 15th. 

BOUNDARY LINE BETWEEN BRITISH COLUM- 
BIA AND ALASKA. 

Mr. Roscog moved for an address 
praying to havo tlio attention of Her 
Majority's Government called to tho 
necessity of having the boundary lino 
between British Columbia and Aalaka 
donned nnd surveyed. Ho gave 
tho opinions of the Rus- 
sian and British Governments in re- 
spect to the boundary lino which was 
fixed in 182,5. Ho described the diffi- 
culties which aroso between tho Hud- 
son's Bay Company and tho Russian 
fur trading companies, and urged that 
the mutter bo taken in hand by Gov- 
ernment in order to prevent further 
difficulty. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved an amend- 
ment for the purchaso of Alaska. 

Hon. Mr. Mackenzie said it was nil 
very well for his hon. friond to bring 
the subject up. It was one of very 
great interest, and had ougaged the 
attention of the Government for some 
timo. Negotiations had already boon 
had though the proper official cbannol 
with tho Government of tho United 
States on this subject. It was one, 
however, that could not bo promoted 
by tho pussage of his hon. friend's 
motion here, and tho amendmont by 
the lion, member behind him (De 
Cosmos) was of course entirely inad- 
missable. A motion cf that kind 
could not seiioual v be proposed in the 
House. Ho (Mr. Mackenzie) was quite 
aware that tho real difficulty at present 
was simply the Stickeen river. Under 
the Convention of 1825, tho boundary 
had in the plans exceeded a diBtnnce 
of ten leaguos from the coast, and the 
real difficulty existed in taken these 
ten leagues from the mouth of the 
river, instead of following tho ridge of 
hills to a point whore it strikes the 
river. If that point were once dotei- 
mined.no serious inconveniouco would 
arise aiivwhoro else, and to get that 
point determined at as early a period 
as possible, the Governmet had already 
been directing their attention. Ho 
hoped his hon. friend would be satis- 
fied with this explanation and with- 
draw his motion. As for the amend- 
ment, it quito inadmissable. 

Mr. Bunster in support, detailed 
some of tho hardships resulting from 
the conduct of U. S. officials, and 
strongly advocating the intervention 
of tho Govcnment in order to secure 
the rights of the Biibject and the 
freedom of trade. 

Mr. Thompson (Cariboo) also spoke 
on the same side, and iu the course 
of his ronnirks described tho procoss 
by which the Ind.ia.ns of Alaska distil 
spirits, 

Mr. lloscoo, upon receiving the as- 
Hiirance of the Government that the 
matter was receiving and would con- 
tinue to receive every attention, with- 
drew his motion. 




English Mail. 

Mr. Gray, Q, C, the Solicitor to 
the Treasury, died on Friday. 

Mr. Gibson, Q. C, was roturned

It is expected that tho Solicitor-

on account of continued illness. 

An address was presented to Lord 
Chief Justice Cockburn from the Man- 
chester Town Council, recognizing 
his great public service, especially in 
connection witli tho settlement of tho 
Alabama claims. 

An authoritative denial has been 
given to a statement that the Govern- 
ment intended to recall Mr. Layard 
from the Embassy at Madrid.
